WHEREAS, the Cook County Department of Revenue’s mission is to assist residents of Cook County 
with their tax responsibilities and obligations through fair and equitable administration, firm and timely 
enforcement efforts, professional and quality service, and efficient collections and processing; and

WHEREAS, the Cook County Department of Revenue is responsible for the collection of Cook County’s 
Home Rule taxes as well as for collection of a variety of fees charged by other County departments; in 
2009 these taxes and fees totaled approximately $380 million; and 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Department of Revenue recently has been awarded a 2010 NACo 
Achievement Award for its program entitled, “Cook County Department of Revenue - Strategic Plan: 
Looking Ahead to Modernization”; this award was bestowed “in recognition of an effective and 
innovative program which contributes to and enhances county government in the United States”; and 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Department of Revenue identified internal practices that had not been 
updated in over 15 years, including manual processes and functions that were not performed or were 
hampered by system limitations and staff resources; these bottlenecks included improper registrations, 
enforcement of delinquent and deficient accounts (non-filers) for potential tax liability, investigation 
efforts with respect to cigarette stamp enforcement, the process of audits performed and check processing; 
and 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Department of Revenue proposed a strategy that consolidates, automates, 
and brings the business process and systems up-to-date, as well as utilizes web-based solutions and 
ordinance changes; this strategy has resulted in enhanced and faster revenue dollars and has also resulted 
in additional new services for Cook County residents; and 

WHEREAS, thus far this program has been realized for less than $500,000.00 and has the potential of 
revenue recovery of over $10 million in Home Rule taxes. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the President and Board of Commissioners do hereby 
congratulate Zahra Ali, Department Director and the entire staff of the Cook County Department of 
Revenue for their receipt of this distinguished national award; and

PROPOSED ORDINANCE AMENDMENT 


SUBMITTING A PROPOSED AMENDMENT TO THE 
COOK COUNTY HEALTH & HOSPITALS SYSTEM ORDINANCE 
REQUIRING AUDIO AND VIDEO RECORDING OF THE SYSTEM BOARD MEETINGS 


BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that Chapter 38 Health and Human 
Services, Section 38-79 of the Cook County Code is hereby amended as follows: 

Sec. 38-79. Meetings of the System Board. 

(a) The President shall call the first meeting of the System Board. Thereafter, the Directors 
shall prescribe the times and places for their meetings and the manner in which regular and special 
meetings may be called. 

(b) Meetings shall be held at the call of the Chairperson, however, no less than 12 meetings 
shall be held annually. 

(c) A majority of the voting Directors shall constitute a quorum. Actions of the System 
Board shall require the affirmative vote of a majority of the voting members of the System Board present 
and voting at the meeting at which the action is taken. 

(d) To the extent feasible, the System Board shall provide for and encourage participation by 
the public in the development and review of financial and health care policy. The System Board may hold 
public hearings as it deems appropriate to the performance of any of its responsibilities. 

(e) The System Board shall comply in all respects with "An Act in relation to meetings," as 
now or hereafter amended, and found at 5 ILCS 120/1, et seq. However the System Board shall also be 
required to keep an audio and video recording of all open meetings. 

(f) The System Board shall be an Agency to which the Local Records Act, as now or 
hereafter amended, and found at 50 ILCS 205/1, et seq. applies. 

(g) Audio taped and videotaped proceedings.

(1) The Secretary of the Cook County Health & Hospitals System Board is responsible for 
audio recording and video taping all public meetings of the System Board. The audio and 
video recordings of System Board meetings shall be retained by the Secretary of the 
System Board who shall make them available to the Chairperson of the System Board. 
Directors of the System Board, President of the County Board and County 
Commissioners upon request. Members of the public shall be allowed to listen to 
recordings of open meetings during regular office hours except when the recordings are 
in immediate use by persons exercising official System Board duties. The Secretary may 
require a notice in writing to be submitted 24 hours prior to the time when the recordings 
are desired. Any member of the public wishing to purchase a copy of an audio recording 
of an open meeting may do so upon payment to the Cook County Health & Hospitals 
System Board of the cost of its reproduction. 

(2) No portion of any videotape of the proceedings of the Cook County Health & Hospitals 
System Board or of any committee or subcommittee thereof, prepared or taken by or for 
the System Board shall be produced, manufactured, sold, distributed or broadcast for 
commercial use or sponsorship, where such commercial use or sponsorship could 
reasonably be expected to lead to false or misleading communication or any unlawful 
activity in relation to the content of the videotape. Use of the videotape as part of a bona 
fide news program or public affairs documentary program is not prohibited. 

(3) Videotaped recordings of meetings of the System Board or of any sub-committee thereof 
shall be available for distribution pursuant to rules and procedures as may be adopted by 
the System Board. Videotaped recordings as may be made of meetings shall be retained 
by the Secretary of the System Board and be made available by the Secretary of the 
System Board for public inspection and copying pursuant to the Freedom of Information 
Act (5 ILCS 140/1 et seq.T Nothing herein shall require the Secretary of the System 
Board to provide electronic viewing equipment. 

Effective Date: This Ordinance Amendment shall be in effect immediately upon adoption.

WHEREAS, on June 15, 2010 this Honorable Body voiced its concern regarding the length and number 
of changes appearing on the errata to the Cook County Board Agenda; and

WHEREAS, the Board of Commissioners were unanimous in their desire to cease the acceptance of an 
errata to the County Board Agenda. 

BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that Chapter 2 Administration, 
Article III, Division 2, Section 2-108 of the Cook County Code is hereby amended as follows: 

ARTICLE III. COUNTY BOARD 


Sec. 2-108. Parliamentary rules. 

(h) Prior notice to public; agendas. 

(1) No less than three lull business days before any meeting of the Board or of a committee 
or subcommittee, notice and an agenda for such meeting shall be provided to the 
President, all Commissioners and all news media that have requested notice of meetings, 
shall be posted in the Office of the County Clerk and at the location where the meeting is 
to be held, and shall be made available to the public in the office of the Secretary. In 
addition, notices and agendas of all meetings shall be posted on the County's website. 


(2) The agenda shall briefly describe all items that will be considered at the meeting, except 
for items to be included in the consent calendar as set forth in Subsection (gg) of this 
Section. Material pertinent to an item on a Board agenda shall be supplied, along with the 
agenda, to the President and to each of the Commissioners, and all material pertinent to 
any item on a committee agenda shall be supplied, along with the agenda, to each 
member of the committee. With the exception of materials that are confidential as 
provided by law, such material shall also be available to the public in the office of the 
Secretary. 

(3) Items may be placed on an agenda not later than noon of the day previous to the day on 
which an agenda is required to be distributed. This subsection shall not apply to items 
reported to the Board by any of its committees of the whole. 


(4) Items that have been placed on a distributed agenda per subsection (3) of this section, 
which need to be corrected due to a technical oversight by the submitting department 
and/or elected official shall be withdrawn from said agenda and must be presented per the 
rules set forth in this section, on an agenda of a subsequent meeting of the Board of 
Commissioners.

(45) Items may be placed on the agenda of a Board meeting by the President or any 
Commissioner. Committee reports shall be placed on the agenda of a Board meeting by 
the Chair of the committee. Items may be placed on the agenda of a committee meeting 
by a Commissioner who is a member of the committee or the President, in his ex officio 
capacity, provided that such item has been referred to the committee by the Board 
pursuant to Section 2-105(g). 

(^6) It shall be the duty of the Clerk to prepare, post and distribute all agendas for meetings of 
the Board and it shall be the duty of the Secretary to prepare, post and distribute agendas 
for committee meetings. 

(b7) No issuance of any debt instrument which pledges the lull faith and credit of the County 
shall be the subject of final action by the Board of Commissioners unless it has been 
preceded by at least one public hearing on the prospective matter by the Finance 
Committee. Notification of such hearing shall be the responsibility of the Finance 
Committee, which notice shall be as set forth in Section 2-105(i).

RESOLUTION REQUESTING REPORT ON T H E LEVEL OF COMPLIANCE 
WITH THE COUNTY’S MINORITY AND WOMEN’S ENTERPRISE ORDINANCE 
FOR ALL CURRENT CONTRACTS ENTERED INTO BY THE 
COOK COUNTY HEALTH & HOSPITALS SYSTEM 
INCLUDING THOSE RESULTING FROM A GROUP PURCHASE PLAN 

WHEREAS, Chapter 34, Article IV, Division 6, the Cook County Minority and Women Owned Business 
Enterprise Ordinance states as its purpose that it is the public policy of the County to ensure the full and 
equitable participation of minority and female owned businesses in the County's procurement process as 
both prime and subcontractor; and

WHEREAS, in fulfillment of its policy to promote equal opportunity in its procurement process, the 
County establishes the goal that Protected Class Enterprises shall participate in not less then 35 percent of 
the annual aggregate value of all contracts awarded by the County; and 

WHEREAS, to achieve the goals stated in the ordinance, the Purchasing Agent shall include in the bid 
specifications a requirement that each contractor commit that Minority Business Enterprise and Women 
Business Enterprise participation in the contract will equal at least 25 percent (30 percent in the case of 
construction contracts) and 10 percent, respectively, of the total dollar value of the contract; and 

WHEREAS, Chapter 38, Article V, Section 38-90 of Ordinance 08-0-35 known as the "Ordinance 
Establishing the Cook County Health & Hospitals System (CCHHS)" states that provisions of the Cook 
County Code shall apply to the System Board and the CCHHS and their Directors, officers, employees 
and agents; and 

WHEREAS, consequently, the CCHHS Director of Procurement must ensure that all contracts are 
reviewed by the County’s Contract Compliance department to determine if the vendor(s), who are 
awarded a contract is in compliance with the Minority and Women Owned Business Enterprise 
(MBE/WBE) Ordinance; and 

WHEREAS, members of this Honorable Body have received complaints from local MBEAVBE vendors 
that they are not being allowed to participate in the majority of contracts awarded by the CCHHS; and 

WHEREAS, it is this government’s obligation to ensure that all departments and elected officials are in 
compliance with the Cook County Code; and 

WHEREAS, Resolution lO-R-163 approved by the County Board on May 4, 2010 called for a hearing 
related to the CCHHS Group Purchase Plan and includes as one of the topics to be addressed, the level of 
compliance with local and minority and women’s enterprise ordinances; and 

WHEREAS, the report requested via this resolution will provide the necessary documentation for this 
government to determine if the CCHHS is complying with the County’s Minority and Women Owned 
Business Enterprise Ordinance. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Cook County Board of Commissioners, does 
hereby request that a Report of the level of compliance with the County’s Minority and Women’s Owned 
Business Enterprise Ordinance for all current contracts entered into by the Cook County Health & 
Hospitals System including those resulting from a group purchase plan be provided to this Honorable 
Body by the July 27 September 1 , 2010 Board Meeting; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that said report is to be placed on the agenda of said meeting to be 
referred to the Contract Compliance Committee for further discussion.

RESOEUTION 

RESOLUTION URGING THE STATE OF ILLINOIS AND OTHER 
TAXING DISTRICTS AND COOK COUNTY MUNICIPALITIES TO ENACT A SALES TAX 

RELIEF PLAN 

WHEREAS, Cook County, Illinois (the “County”) is a home rule unit of local government as provided 
for by the Illinois Constitution of 1970; and 

WHEREAS, by virtue of its home rule unit status, the County is authorized to exercise any power and 
perform any function pertaining to its government and affairs, including the power to tax, except as 
constitutionally limited or denied by the Illinois General Assembly; and 

WHEREAS, the Illinois Department of Revenue has defined “Sales Tax” to mean the following: the tax 
imposed on sales of personal property for use or consumption, and which consists of “Occupation Taxes” 
imposed on a seller’ receipts and “Use Taxes” imposed on amounts paid by purchasers; and 

WHEREAS, the County’s Retailers’ Occupation Tax and the Service Occupation Tax had never been 
adjusted since its inception, at the rate first imposed in 1992 of .75%; and 

WHEREAS, in light of significant across-the-board budget cuts during the FY2007 budget process, and 
in the interest of restoring the much needed funding to the newly independent Cook County Health & 
Hospitals System, as well as begin to address the County’s structural deficit, this Honorable Body saw the 
need to pass a 1% sales tax increase during the FY2008 budget, the first such increase in fifteen years; 
and 

WHEREAS, as a result of said increase, the County’s Retailers’ Occupation Tax and the Service 
Occupation Tax, was raised to 1.75% or one and three-quarters of one penny on the dollar; and 

WHEREAS, this government chose to roll back the County portion of the sales tax by .5%, which 
represents approximately $200 million in savings for the County, in an effort to provide tax relief during 
these difficult economic times, to its business owners and citizens, thereby lowering the County portion of 
the sales tax back to 1.25%; and

WHEREAS, while other taxing districts within Cook County have routinely raised their property tax levy 
and many their sales tax levy, Cook County Government has held the line on its levy since 1996 and the 
property tax rate has steadily declined over that same time period, providing relief for homeowners; and 

WHEREAS, the sales tax is made up of several taxing districts as follows: State of Illinois - 6.25%, 
Regional Transportation Authority (RTA) - 1%, Cook County - 1.25%, and Municipal - .75% to 1.5%; 
and 

WHEREAS, in order to provide meaningful sales tax relief to our businesses and residents, other taxing 
districts must also look to abate a portion of their sales tax; and 

WHEREAS, Illinois has one of the highest sales tax rates in the country, in order to compensate for its 
narrow sales tax base, which is narrower than 43 of the 46 states that implement a sales tax. 

WHEREAS, this narrow sales tax base is due to Illinois’ exclusion of almost all consumer services, 
whereby of the 164 taxable services that could be included in the sales tax base, Illinois taxes only 17. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Cook County Board of Commissioners does 
hereby urge all municipalities in the County of Cook as well as the State of Illinois and other taxing 
districts that receive a portion of the sales tax to follow Cook County’s example and also reduce their 
portion of the sales tax to provide some much needed tax relief to our citizens; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that this Honorable Body also urges the Illinois General Assembly to 
expand the sales tax base, thereby allowing the state and local governments to stabilize their budgets as 
well as provide further tax relief to businesses and residents alike; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Secretary of the Board of Commissioners deliver a suitable 
copy of this Resolution to all mayors of Cook County municipalities, as well as all members of the 
Illinois General Assembly and the Board of Directors of the RTA.

WHEREAS, Oak-Eeyden Developmental Services, Inc., a community-based, non-profit agency, has 
provided services to western Cook County residents for over 54 years offering them programs that 
include Early Intervention for children and adult life enrichment programs including vocational services, 
employment services, and coordinated healthcare; and 

WHEREAS, Oak-Eeyden also provides services and support to adults with developmental disabilities in 
10 small group homes in Cook County, helping them meet life’s challenges and reach their highest 
potential; and 

WHEREAS, 2010 marks the 23rd year Oak-Eeyden has hosted its annual fundraising benefit at which it 
recognizes community leaders who have made significant contributions that have benefited the lives of 
people with developmental disabilities; and 

WHEREAS, Cook County Commissioner Peter N. Silvestri was instrumental in assisting Oak-Eeyden in 
its efforts to open a group home in unincorporated Melrose Park. As a direct result of Commissioner 
Silvestri’s leadership, four aging women with developmental disabilities were able to move from a 2-

WHEREAS, Commissioner Silvestri lead the Cook County Board of Commissioners in amending the 
Building Codes so that unrelated people with developmental disabilities could live as members of a 
family and the community in small single-family homes without the stigma of institutional housing; and

Pursuant to the Ordinance establishing the Cook County Health & Hospitals System, the Board of 
Directors of the Health System respectfully submits the Health System’s Five-Year Strategic and 
Financial Plan to the Cook County Board of Commissioners for its approval. 

The Health System began the planning process for its Five-Year Strategic and Financial Plan in May of 
2009. This process entailed extensive community input and participation from a variety of stakeholders. 
At the outset of the process, as well as while the Plan evolved, the Health System conducted a series of 
Town Hall meetings for the public throughout the County. The Health System also held a series of 
employee, staff and physician Town Hall meetings at various System Affiliates. In addition, over 500 
patients and other stakeholders were interviewed regarding their assessment of the County’s healthcare 
needs and the Health System’s current state. 

System leadership and staff have been closely involved in all phases of the planning process. Physicians 
and staff participated in four (4) Service Fine Working Groups established to make recommendations on 
the configuration of the delivery of healthcare services in critical areas. 

The Five-Year Strategic and Financial Plan presented for the County Board’s approval is the culmination 
of this collaborative process. The ultimate goal of the Plan is to provide more access and more care 
within available resources. The guiding principle of the planning process was to create a healthcare 
delivery framework to provide for more appropriate access to care for the vulnerable population in Cook 
County within available resources. 

In support of the Health System’s mission, the vision of the Five-Year Strategic and Financial Plan is that 
the Health System will be recognized locally, regionally, and nationally - and by patients and employees 
- as a progressively evolving model for an accessible, integrated, patient-centered, and fiscally 
responsible healthcare system focused on assuring high quality care and improving the health of residents 
of Cook County. 

The Ordinance establishing the Health System provides that the County Board shall approve each 
Strategic and Financial Plan if, in its judgment, the Strategic and Financial Plan is complete, is reasonably 
capable of being achieved, and meets the requirements set forth in the Ordinance. After the System 
Board submits a Strategic and Financial Plan to the President and the County Board, the County Board 
shall approve or reject such Strategic and Financial Plan within 45 days or such Strategic and Financial 
Plan is deemed approved.

PROPOSED ORDINANCE 


WHEREAS, the State of Illinois has enacted "An Act regulating wages of laborers, mechanics and other 
workers employed in any public works by the State, county, city or any public body or any political 
subdivision or by any one under contract for public works," approved June 26, 1941, codified as 
amended, 820 lECS 130/1 et seq. (1993), formerly Ill. Rev. Stat., Ch. 48, par. 39s-l et seq.; and 

WHEREAS, the aforesaid Act requires that the Board of Commissioners of the County of Cook 
investigate and ascertain the prevailing rate of wages as defined in said Act for laborers, mechanics and 
other workers in the locality of said County employed in performing construction of public works, for 
said County. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE PRESIDENT AND BOARD OF 
COMMISSIONERS OF THE COUNTY OF COOK: 

Section I. To the extent and as required by "An Act regulating wages of laborers, mechanics and 
other workers employed in any public works by the State, county, city or any public body or any political 
subdivision or by any one under contract for public works," approved June 26, 1941, as amended, the 
general prevailing rate of wages in this locality for laborers, mechanics and other workers engaged in the 
construction of public works coming under the jurisdiction of this County is hereby ascertained to be the 
same as the prevailing rate of wages for construction work in the Cook County area as determined by the 
Department of Eabor of the State of Illinois as of July 2010, a copy of that determination being submitted 
hereto and incorporated herein by reference. As required by said Act, any and all revisions of the 
prevailing rate of wages by the Department of Eabor of the State of Illinois shall supersede the 
Department's June determination and apply to any and all public works construction undertaken by the 
County of Cook. The Definition of any terms appearing in this Ordinance which are also used in 
aforesaid Act shall be the same as in said Act.

Section 2. Nothing herein contained shall be construed to apply said general prevailing rate of 
wages as herein ascertained to any work or employment except public works construction of this County 
to the extent required by the aforesaid Act. 

Section 3. The Bureau of Human Resources shall publicly post or keep available for inspection by 
any interested party in the main office of this Bureau of Human Resources (County) this determination or 
any revisions of such prevailing rate of wage. A copy of this determination or of the current revised 
determination of prevailing rate of wages then in effect shall be attached to all contract specifications. 

Section 4, The Clerk shall mail a copy of this determination to any employer, and to any association 
of employers and to any person or association of employees who have filed their names and addresses, 
requesting copies of any determination stating the particular rates and the particular class of workers 
whose wages will be affected by such rates. 

Section 5. The Bureau of Human Resources shall promptly file a certified copy of this Ordinance 
with both the Secretary of State Index Division and the Department of Labor of the State of Illinois. 

Section 6. The Bureau of Human Resources shall cause to be published in a newspaper of general 
circulation within the area a copy of this Ordinance, and such publication shall constitute notice that the 
determination is effective and that this is the determination of this public body. 

Section 7. The Purchasing Agent of Cook County shall specify in the call for bids in any contract 
for public works that the general prevailing rate of wages in the locality for each craft or type of laborer or 
mechanic needed to execute the contract to perform such work, also the general prevailing rate for legal 
holiday and overtime work as ascertained by the Bureau of Human Resources, shall be paid for each craft 
or type of work needed to execute the contract or to perform such work. The Purchasing Agent in 
awarding the contract shall cause to be inserted in the contract a stipulation to the effect that not less than 
the prevailing rate of wages, as found by the Bureau of Human Resources, shall be paid to all laborers, 
workers and mechanics performing work under the contract, and the Purchasing Agent shall also require 
in all such contractor's bonds that the contract include such provision as will guarantee the faithful 
performance of such prevailing wage clause as provided by the contract. 

Section 8. In the case of any underpayment of the prevailing wage, a penalty of 20% of the 
underpayment shall be assessed against the contractor or subcontractor; and the 20% penalty shall be 
payable to the Illinois Department of Labor. Any underpayment that has not been repaid to a worker 
within thirty-days of violation is subject to an additional 2% of the underpayment as a punitive damage 
assessment. This is payable to the worker. 

Section 9. There is an automatic two (2) year debarment of any contractor or subcontractor found to 
have violated the Act on two (2) separate occasions. An affected contractor or subcontractor may request 
the Department to hold a hearing on the alleged violations within ten (10) days notification of the second 
violation.

Reason: The Office of the Independent Inspector General (OIIG) has used a substantial portion of its 

office supply allocation for computer paper, toner cartridges, folders, binders and flash drives 
and other miscellaneous office supplies. The 2010 budget allocation of $6,000.00 for office 
supplies was based on the past usage (2008 and a portion of 2009) of three investigators and 
one administrative assistant. Those numbers for 2010 have increased to seven investigators 
and one administrative assistant. By July 19,2010, the number of investigators will increase 
to 11, as the OIIG is in the process of hiring 4 new investigators. The number of 
investigative reports, memoranda and letters has increased significantly since June 2009. 
Additionally, the copying of evidentiary documents related to the OIIG's investigations has 
increased to the point that the OIIG is using approximately one case of paper weekly. Toner 
cartridge use has increased due to the number of documents generated and the storing of 
investigative files has required the purchase of folders and binders. The increased workload, 
too, has necessitated an increase in the purchase of writing pads and pens. It is anticipated 
that with the increase in the number of investigators, the demand for office supplies will 
continue unabated for the remainder of FY2010. 

From Account 080-260 (Professional Services) Total $9,000.00 

To Account 080-350 (Office Supplies) Total $9,000.00 

1. On what date did it become apparent that the receiving account would require an infusion of funds 

in order to meet current obligations? What was the balance in the account on that date, and what 
was the balance 30 days prior to that date? 

On June 14, 2010, the Office Supplies Account was $344.00. At this point it was realized that this 
account would need to be replenished to meet the demand for the remainder of FY2010. The 
account balance was $1,367.00 on May 11, 2010.

2. How was the account used for the source of transferred funds identified? List any other accounts 
that were also considered (but not used) as the source of the transferred funds. 

The Professional Services Account, 080-260, was identified as the only account that had sufficient 
funds to transfer to the Office Supplies Account. At this point in time, this account has been 
underutilized due to other priorities that the OIIG has had to address. It was anticipated that a 
significant portion of these funds would have been spent by this date. 

3. Identify any projects, purchases, programs, contracts, or other obligations that will be deferred, 
delayed, or canceled as a result of the reduction in available spending authority that will result in 
the account that funds are transferred from 080-260. 

The Professional Services expenditures expected to be utilized for auditing has been delayed due to 
changing priorities in the OIIG. It was anticipated that a significant portion of these funds would 
have been spent for assistance with desk audits, but this has not occurred. It is now anticipated that 
these desk audits will begin in August 2010.
